Mr. H. G. G.>H«rlclot».^--,_ — 
Mr. H. G. G. Herklots was borti 
in India In 1903. and received hi.-: 
early education at Trent College, Der- 
byshire. He is a raUier unusual mem- 
!i>er ;o be elected officer of the Union 
.Society for he is not a ipoliliclan. It 
is true that he occasionally puts in an 
appearance at the committee of the 
University Cotisen'ative Association, 
yet although he describes himself al- 
ternately as a Conservative and as an 
independent with reactlonarj- ten- 
dencies he is probably far more pro- 
gressive than he allows himself to 
think. The fact that he takes a keoii 
Interest in th^ work of the Interna- 
tional .Stud'-n; Service and that 
1925 he reprt;sentcd Cambridge at 
their conference at Gex, .Switaerlund, 
goes a long way toward making this 
clear. 

Mr. Herklots is probably O'm liiioui; 
as .-i-n author. .N'ot only ha.« hi^ ediieil 
his college magazine at Trinity, but 
also during the past year he has been 
editor Of the "Crania," the best 
known nniver.'-iiy Journa.l in Kurope 
His first book, "Jack of all Trades," 
a miscellany of verse and prose, was 
published by lirncst Benn, Ltd. early 
In June. And his reputation as a 
writer of light vers.- it not entirely 
(confined to lOngland. for more than 
once his initials have been found in 
"Liifc." 

Mr. Herklots Is a bachelor of arts, 
having taken second class iionor.s in 
lii.story and theology. Ho 1.5 Jiow at 
KIdley Hall, doing jjost-graduate 
work in theology ai^^d hopes within a 
year to be ordained a deacon in the 
Knglish Church. .Mlbougi] In- lia.s been 
seen upon the football I'iUd he has 
novcr -shone at ihe jjante. bni lie is 
one of the few people in I-:iigland who 
have been to Switzerland and buck 
with a tent on a bicycle. 

Mr. A. L. Hutchinson 
Mr. A. 1j- Hutchinson comes of 
Lakeland stock, lijough his home is 
actually in Cambridge. If i.s father. 
-Mr. Arthur Hutebinson. I'.K.S., i.s- 
or was till lately — tutor of I'embroUc, 
and lii.s uncle, .sir Arthur Shipley is. 
Master of Christ's. It was to this col- 
lege, the Alma MaLcr of .Milton and 
Uarwiii, that .Mr. Ilutchin.snn lilm.sclf 
went, when three years ago be first 
came to Cmibrldgo. Here he has Hlmli- 
ed liistory with a vigour and an 
earnestness that .sometimes dismays 
his friends who try to lui i' him away 
to coffee in the jniddlc of the morn- 
ing. One of his first recorded utter- 
ances at the Union was this, "Cam 
bridge does offer learning, there's litllo 
doubt about it," And there is even 
less doubt that Mr. Hutchinson has 
gone out for all the learning that Iho 
University has to ofler.

Brace will deliver 
llie .second' of his IcclurcN to the Stu- 
dent Volunteer Group In Strnthcuna 
Hall. The subject will he "The Roof 
of the World", a travelogue on Thibet, 
and .some thirty slides will be shown 
to Illustrate the Speaker's remarks. 
The lecture will commence at five 
o'clock. 

The sjie.ilior liaa been a Y..M.(r.A. 
secictary in West China for fifteen 
yeais supported by the Board of the 
former clinadlan .Methodist .MisBlon. 
He has worked continuously among 
the student clasfics in Wustei n China 
and on the Tibetan Boi-der, except for 
a year an ,i half when he commanded 
a corps of Chinese Labor digging 
trenches and laying wire in the Cana- 
lU.in Corps Area at Viniy nnd Arras 
during the war. He has been a keen 
.student of Chinese history and affairs 
and Is esiiecially interested In the at- 
tempi to form ,i Chinese Republic 
since the downfall of the .Manchu gov- 
ernment in the Revolution of 1011 

Since the war he has spent a further 
term of service in AVest China with 
the V.M.C..\.. ;ind during the hot 
summer months has found lime for 
three extended trips In to the high 
mountains of the Tibetan Border. 
From reports and maps of new terri- 
tory secured during these trip.s he wa.s 
recommended by General Peroira and 
wnu made a Follow of the Roj-al Gcor 
graphical Society. While engaged in 
the mountain oxpedillons he secured 
some excellent photographs of the peo- 
ple and country from which colored 
slides have been made that will bo 
shown during the lecture. 

Captain Brace -was better known 
.some years ago as Trooper Brace, as 
he was called after his return from 
the Boer War where he .served with 
the Canadian .Mounted Rifles, and 
served in the famous rearguard ac- 
tion of Hurls River under Bruce Cnr- 
ruthers of Kingston. At that time he 
loured the country with his story of 
the Canadianti in the South African 
War. 

At present he Is In Canada on fur- 
lough, and is travelling for the Sludeni 
in Volunteer Movement speaking in the 
colleges of Can.ida on his expurluiices 
in y.M,C,A. work. In an endeavor to 
cultivate a better understanding be 
tween the West and the East, or us 
phrases it, "engaging in adventures of 
understanding''. He is convinced that 
sui h an undei Hlaiidlng along Christian 
liiie.s will clear up unnecessary mis- 
imderstandings and prejudices, and 
open the way for u peaceful settlement 
of the many aggi-a voting problems that 
now exisl.

.T,hlB it a typical example of how 
l^lier education has failed utterly, to 
produce the cultured leadership esseo- 
I'lal to a democracy. While teachers 
riplit off starvation, in the republic to 
Mie south o£ us, inllUons are poured 
ijitu calleglate buildings and uquip- 
nent. Hluh men endow educational 
'ouudations with lavLsh funds, and 
■iverloolt the fact that these very Insti- 
, iUiions, cannot hold their best prof es- 
sors because of the miserable Ktilurics 
oald., 

in America, and in some ways this 
nay Include Canada, too iiiucli money 
iHS been spent on muierials. Our 
'iishioivable secondary schools have 
'jueii devclôpjèd largely into tnere me- 
"lianlsms for shunting tlieir students 
Uirougli the university exainlnaiions. 
A typical laree university is a com- 
bination, in the "United .States, of a 
vocational school, and a sporting club. 

Today In the United States distin- 
guished minds do not seek out the 
uiiiver.slty. There we find luacher.s by 
the hundred inquiiing, how to avoid 
poverty and drudgery. A first class 
lawyer, surgeon, chemist, economist, 
literary critic or electrical expert on a 
college faculty Is a rare thing. 

Happily the Canadian universities 
lia'vo not been so affected; cither the 
faculty are botter paid, or else they 
are a very generous lot. And it is 
àincorely hoped that this deplorable 
condition will never be foumj in Can- 
ada. To say the least, this condition 
ao;'}iear us, is dangeroiis, and it can 
.only be remedied by paying the pro- 
jCcssors, a salary comparable with that 
received in the industrial world.
